PURPOSE 

With  Dr.  Boyd  Neel  as  accompanying  lecturer, 
members  of  this  study  tour  will  visit  a selection 
of  famous  European  opera  houses.  Some  of  the 
world's  great  lyric  theatres  will  be  examined 
from  architectural,  historical,  and  musical  view- 
points.
